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STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 



Applicant and its representative would like to thank Examiner Afremova for extending 
them the courtesy of a personal interview on September 14, 2006, to discuss this case. The 
following recordation of the substance of the interview is believed to be complete and proper, in 
accordance with MPEP 713.04. It is requested that the Examiner notify the undersigned if he 
believes this Statement contains any inaccuracies or if the Examiner believes the Statement is 
otherwise not complete and proper. 

Interview participants: (1) Examiner Vera Afremova (2) Applicant's attorney, Matthew 
Graham, and (3) Applicant, Daniel Buttry. 

No agreement was reached on the pending claims during the interview. However, 
Applicant's attorney and the Examiner discussed amendments to the claims that would place the 
application in condition for allowance. 

No exhibits were shown or discussed. 

Amendments to claims 1 and 2 were discussed. Specifically, Applicant's representative 
and the Examiner discussed amending the claims to include the step of introducing the solution 
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into a flow cytometer and adding "extracellular" to clarify that the particles are outside of any 
cells. Further, Applicant's representative and the Examiner discussed cancelling claims 4, 5, and 
1 1-15 to focus on methods. 

The following references were discussed: US Patent No. 6,221,612 to Knapp et al. and 
US Patent No. 5,582,982 to Cubbage et al. 

The general discussion involved Applicant's assertion that Knapp et al. does not disclose 
detecting cells with a flow cytometer and Cubbage et al. does not disclose quenching 
extracellular particles or a chemical agent that is impermeant to cells. 

No other pertinent matters were discussed during the interview. 
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
